The Sou'.h claim that slaves ire like 


beep or horses, mere property, and that 
o run off a negro is the same as theft or 
Obbery. It appears, then, that in shm 
tales it is necessary to punish larceny 
with death, as it was panicked in Europe 
a the timer of imperfect civilization.— 
Vh»t would be said of a law in New York 
which should punish the stealing of ricf- 
lorses or other animals, worth a thouaand- 
r fifteen hundred doll' r», with death t 
fet, admitting that slaves are property, 
5 the South assert, such a law would bfi 
ireciiely the same, in principle, as that 
inder which Mitchill is to be hanged. 


Capital punishment for larceny now Is 


drained on all hands to be an evidence of 
arlmrism, and in executing this la\r upon 
litchill, South Carolina furnishes the beat 
ossible evidence ol the 
demoralizing, 


rutalizing influence of the institution lor 
le apt ed of which she proposes to -is- 
olve the Union. 
But by this execution 


he will open the eyes of the people, if they 
re not already open, to the folly of ea- 


abliKhing in our territories a system which

•emarkable for the beauty of its discipline* 1 
lave lound the practice of singing ; and in 
many of the schools, where ih:s practice was 
neglected, if the boys were not yet quite fit 
ror '• treason, stratagem undspoils," they of- 
'ered every indication that they very soon 
would be. 1 trust the day is no t far distant 
when music will be deemed indispensable in 
:he order of educational exercises, and when 


ichool without its anthem will be as strange 


as a apt ing without a sang.
